NATION OP ISLAM, formerly referred 
to as the Muslim Cult of Islam, also 
known as Muhammad* s Temples of Islam 


In January, 1957, a source advised Elijah Muhammad 
has described his. organization on a nationwide basis as the 
Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

On May 5, 1961, a second source advised: Elijah 

Muhammad is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI). 
Muhammad's temple of Islam No. 2,5335 South Greenwood Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI. 

In mid i960 Muhammad and other NOI officials, when referring 
to Muhammad's organization on a nationwide basis, commenced 
using either "Mosque" or"Temple" when mentioning one of 
"Muhammad^ Temples of Islam." 

The NOI ,is an all -Negro organization which was 
originally organized In 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad , 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race Out of slavery In the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation in 
the United States. Members following Muhammad's teaching 
and his interpretation of the "Koran"believe there is no such 
thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves of 
the white race, referred to as "white devils," in the United 
States; and that the white race, because of its exploitation 
of the so-called Negroes, must and will be destroyed in the 
approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including Muhammad, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5', 1958,. the first source advised Muhammad 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning 
the principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; however, he 
did not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of 
his organization.

On May 17 , lS6l, a third source advised: 

Muhammad had, early in July, 1958* decided to de-emphasize 
the religious aspects of the teachings of Islam and to 
stress the economic benefits to be derived by those 
Negroes who joined the NOI. This policy change, according to 
Muhammad, would help him acquire additional followers and 
create more interest in his programs.

The Party* s main function Is 
distribution of the "National Renaissance Bulletin 
on a monthly basis and distribution of pro-Arab 
literature obtained from official Arab establishments 
in New York City.

This advertisement announced the formation of the FFoo 
in New York City, listed various sponsors of the Committee 
and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralise the distorted 
American press on Cuban affairs. 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United 
States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 
1961, Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH Identified himself as one 
of the organizers of the FPCC. Also, Dr. SANTOS-BUCH 
identified ROBERT TABER as a co-organizer of the FPCC 
and said TABER drafted the aforementioned. FPCC advertisement. 
Dr. SANTOS-B0CH further testified that he and TABER obtained 
$3,500 from the Cuban Government through the son of ^ Cuba s 
Foreign Minister, which funds, along with about $1,100 
collected from supporters of the, FPCC, paid for the cost 
of aforementioned advertisement In The New York Times. 


On October 3, i960, a source advised that the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) in New York had become 
active in the FPCC, and that SWP members, in a 
FPCC election, had been able to remove several Communi.sr 
Party members who were on the Executive Board of the FPOO 
and gain control of the organization. This source asserted 
that the SWP members believed that they had achieved a 
great Influence in the course of the Cuban revolution 
through their control of the FPCC. 

On February 10, 1961, a second source advised 
that PHIL BART, National Organizational Secretary and 
member of the National Committee, CP, USA, had reportedly 
stated recently that the FPCC had been captured .by the 
Trotskyltes, but that the CP had not given up in the FPCC.

On Friday, March 2nd, 1962, a Freedom of the press Rally 
was held, ad advertised in the midweek edition of the Worker, 

Vol XXVII, No. 15, dated February 20, 1962, at Carnegie Hall,

"japan Council Against A & H Bombs" meeting is a member of the.

HERBERT APTHEKER opened his remarks by stating that

ARONSONS 
telegram assured JACKSON that the National Guardian was behind 
the Worker 10<$. plans* would be made for all out support for the 
Worker. 


JACKSON spoke of the intervention of the United States 
Government in the internal affairs of Cuba. He said that Cuba 
was the Pearl of the Antilles a beacon light for the people of Cen- 
tral and South America in their struggle for self determination. 

He praised the work of Doctor DU BOIS in America and spoke of 
the genuis of well known communists in Mexico, Chile, and Argentina 
and of their contributions to mankind. He claimed that America 
was interested in people gaining their freedom throughout the world 
but was denying that right to its own people here in America. 

Chairman LUSTIG then called for a resolution which was 
adopted to send to President JOHN KENNEDY a telegram voicing 
opposition to his resumption of nuclear testing and calling for 
greater co-operation between the space agencies of America and 
the Soviet Union, 

Meeting adjourned at 10:55 p.m.
